The closes prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached PTO 892 and 1449 
forms. Hartmann (US Patent 4548862) discloses a flexible tape which contains bridges 
of ferromagnetic particles linked in a chain like configuration aligned in the thickness 
direction of the film wherein the individual particles can be additional coated with a layer 
of a conductive metal. None of the prior art, however, teaches, motivates or suggests a 
composition which contains a chain of ferromagnetic particles wherein the entire chain 
is encapsulated in a metal layer as required by Claim 18.
